The said commissioners, or any two of them, 
shall meet at Lincoln on the first Monday in April, or 
within sixty days thereafter, and after taking an oath 
faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties as such 
commissioners, shall proceed to survey and mark by 
suitable stakes or mounds a road, as provided by Sec. 1 
of this act. - 

Sro. 3. Said commissioners shall have power to 
employ one competent surveyor, a necessary number of 
assistants and teams, and to incur whatever other 
expenses may be necessary for the location of said road. 
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Sgo. 4. Said commissioners shall make a report of Map of said road 
their doings and furnish a map of said road to the the county 
county clerk of each county through which said road “”* 
shall pass, to be filed in their offices within thirty days 
after locating said road. 

Seo. 5. That the expenses of locating and establish- Expense of lo- 
ing said road shall be paid by counties through which it “PS * 
mey pass in proportion to the distance in each. 

Seo. 6. The commissioners shall be allowed the sum Compensation. 
of three dollars per day, the surveyor four dollars per 
day, chain carriers two dollars per day, teams and 
teamsters four dollars per day, and other assistants two 
dollars per day, for the time necessary employed. . 

Sec. 7. This act to take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

In relation to the improvement of the Wisconsin and Fox river, and at the foot 
of Lake Superior. 


To the Senate and House of Representativesof the United States, 
in Congress assembled, 


Your memorialists, the legislative assembly of the State of 
Nebraska, would state, That, 

Wuerzgas, To insure the continued development and consequent 
prosperity of this State, as, also, of the entire northwest, a cheaper 
system of transportation of its agricultural and other products to 
the eastern and European markets than does now or ever can 
exist or be secured with the present means and facilities fur- 
nished by the railroad, and the limited and imperfect system of water 
transit now existing. And, 

Wuersgas, It is a maxim in political economy, as well as in com- 
mercial law and practice, that to cheapen the cost of transporta- 
tion of the heavy and bulky products of an agricultural country, 
like this State, indeed, of all the frontier States and Territories, 
- over long distances, operates directly and immediately to reduce 
the cost thereof on the entire route whereby the remotest portions 
N E country, as well as the nearest, are equally benefited thereby.

WHERrEAs, Congress, acting upon this correct and, highly impor- 
tant principle, has inaugurated a system, of cheap transportation 
by taking measures to open up a water route from the Mississippi 
Valley, by way of the Wisconsin aud Fox rivers to Lake Michigan, 
and another by the way of Lake Superior, by' improvements “at 
the outlet of that lake, and along the St. Mary's river, issuing 
therefrom ; whereby the advantages of cheap and continuous 
water transportation for cereals and other sgricultural products to 
the markets of the world, is intended to be brought the nearest 
possible to our borders, and, whereby, wheat especially can be 
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raised witha fair margin of profit to the farmer upon the un- 
bounded and almost unbroken plains and fertile valleys lying be- 
tween the base of the Rocky Mountains ; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the legislature of the State of Nebraska, That 
Congress be requested to complete the improvements which it 
has already commenced on those routes as speedily aa can possibly 
be done consistent with the best interests of the whole country. 

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in Congress 
be requested to use their best efforts to secure the speedy prosecu- 
tion of these important and thereby national measures. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State be directed to transmit 
duly authenticated copies of this preamble and resolution to the 
President of the United States, the President of the Senate, and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, with a request that they 
lay them before their respective houses, and to each of onr mem- 
bers in Congress.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTION TO CONGRESS 


In relation to Niagara Ship Canal. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States. 
in Congress assembled : 


The legislative assembly of the State of Nebraska would re- 
epectfully state, that 

WHEREAS, In consequence of the remote position of this State 
from the southern, eastern and European markets, her vast agricul- 
tural and other resources canuot by any possibility be speedily, ade- 
quately, or profitably developed without a cheaper system of 
transportation to those markets than is now or evercan be fur- 
nished by the railroads, and the limited and imperfect system of 
water transit now existing ; and 

Wurreas, It isa well established principle in commercial law 
and practice that the value of the agricultural products of a country 
lying remote from its markets must be measured by the prices 
thereof prevailing in those markets, after deducting therefrom 
the cost of transportation thither; hence, to cheapen that cost ten 
per cent, for example, will thereby increase their value in our own 


markets in the same ratio, and 
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Wuersas, The direct ard immediate effect of opening up a eon- 
tinuous and uninterrupted steam navigation, along any of the 
great water channels of the continent, will be to reduce by com- 
petition the cost of transportation over all routes, whether by rail or 


_water, and whether now existing or thereby created, in whatsoever 


direction such new routes may run, and 

Wuereas, From these familiar, well-established principles and 
maxims of political economy, it will be readily understood and 
recognized that the people of this: State, have a direct and im- 
mediate interest in the opening up of any such system of steam 
navigation, in whatever portion of the country it may exist or 
direction it may run, and i 

WEEREAs, An effort is now being made by the people of the 
western States and Territories, to open up such steam navigation 
by the way of the northern lakes'to the Atlantic ocean, therefore 

Be it resolved by the legislature of the State of Nebraska, That 
Congress be requested to assist in opening up that route, by mak- 
ing an appropriation at its present session, adequate to the work 
for the construction of a canal of the maximum capacity of the 
lakes, around the falls of Niagara on the American side, and that 
such work may be prosecuted and completed as speedily as can 
be done, consistent with the best interests of the whole country. 

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in Congress, 
be requested to use their best efforts to secure such appropriation 
at the present session. 

Resolved, That duly authorized copies of this preamble and reso- 
lutions, be transmitted to the President of the United States, the 
president of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, with a request tuat they be laid before there respective 
houses, and to each of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 

ress.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled : 


We, your memoralists, the legislature of the State of Nebraska, 
would respectfully represent to your honorable body, that in view 
of the present depression in business and the low prices of all 
farm products throughout the State of Nebraska, and the extreme 
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difficulty of to obtain money even at the most exorbitant rates of 
interest, that relief should be devised to aid the tax-paying popula- 
tion of this State; and 

Wuerezas, Our young State is being settled principally with a 
vigorous and enterprising population, but whose pecuniary means 
are limited, and who have to rely for support for themselves and 
their families upon the brawny arms and hardened muscles which 
a bountifal God has blessed them, and are consequently driven to 
seek homes as homesteaders, who do not pay taxes until they get 
a patent for their lands; and 

Waereas, Nearly one million of excellent land within the 
limits of our State have been given to railroad companies and 
foreign corporations, who are wealthy and who are amply able to 
bear their share of the burden of taxes and expenses necessarily 
incurred for governing purposes, therefore, 

Be it resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress be requested to use all necessary means to secure the early 
enactment of a law requiring railroad companies, or other corpo- 
rations who may be entitled to any land by reason of their having 
built a railroad or part of a line of railroad, which has been ac- 
cepted by the proper commissioner, to take out immediately after 
such acceptance, patents or titles for the said land, so that they 
may become liable to taxation for State and county purposes. 

fvesolved, That the Secretary of State is hereby requested to 
forward a copy-of this resolution to our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress.
